New Law in effect: 

A pre(iiction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file imder the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. I 

’The new requirement for re-filing of all firrn names goes iiUo 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the Jdy 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

’The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and ’Time Clock Repair Shop anil the 
shop is really owned and operated by "Richard Roe’ ’ or the East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for dam ages. Thc procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Prostitution & Gambling 

Senator II. L. Richardson (R-Arcadia) recently charged 
certain democx'ats in the Assembly and Senate with con¬ 
tinuing to neglect their responsibility in helping to reduce 
the cost of government by suggesting or advocating such 
things as legalized gambling and prostitution to raise ad¬ 
ditional revenue. State Senator Mervyn M. Dymally intro¬ 
duced Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 8, which would 
provide for a state-wide lottery. Assemblymen Leon Ralph 
and Leroy Greene have been discussing such potentials 
as off-track betting and the state licensing of prostitution. 

“It is true that some extra revenue would be raised, 
but do wo want to pay the price of gambling and prosti¬ 
tution on our street corners? We have tried to create 
a moral atmosphere in California which would bo impos¬ 
sible to retain if we allow these proposals to be imple¬ 
mented. 

“It is not surprizing to me that instead of proposals 
to reduce the size and cost of big government, some demo¬ 
crats, while trying to increase the size of government, 
arc apparently hoping to try yet another “fly by night 
scheme to solve tlie state’s financial woes. We do not 
want to turn California into a Sodom and Gomorrah, 

“I certainly think that the democrats have an obli¬ 
gation to come up with a better scheme to solve our finan¬ 
cial woes than by legalizing off-track Ixdting. Increased 
gambling and the licensing of prostitution in this state 
would bi'come a magnet for un.savory and underworld in¬ 
fluences,” Richardson stated. 

“Assemblyman Morettl has indicated that he wanted to 
e,xi)loro Jai Alai, dog racing and off-track betting, in addi¬ 
tion to a lottery. Tlie problem of making gambling easy 
is that those who can least afford it become victims of it. 

“If these proposals are to relieve the financial prob¬ 
lems of this state, tlien tlie logic totally escapes mo,” 
Ricliardson concluded. 

The People Must Know

Tito word from Los Angelt's County is that a 20 per 
cent property tax increase will bo made next year. Mar¬ 
ket value Increase raises could make it even higher. 

Despite the announced restriction on spending and 
hiring by the Board of Supervisors, welfare and liealth 
care are climbing so fast that the big intrrease will be im- 
liosed. To almost the same extent most of the other 
counties in the state will follow suit. 

The .just released County Grand Jury report reveals 
figures to put the taxpayers in shock. For instance, the 
cost in taxes for the pensioir fund in 196.5-()6 was $38 
million. This pension cost in 1970 71 is .$81 million, up 114 
per cent in live years. At this increasing rale the pension 
fund will cost taxirayers $170 million a year in five years. 
As great as the yearly cost of welfare is, pension costs 
are already nearly half as much. 

Pension costs are three fourths of the salary of the 
employee and continue for life, and a surviving wife 
gets a pension only slightly less of that amount the rest 
of her life. Many county employees become eligible for 
pensions in excess of $2.'),000 a yeai'. Public pensions, in 
many cases exceed pt'nsions in private industi-y. 

The costs of the Courts, Public Defender, Sheriff, Dis¬ 
trict Attorni'y and .jails has gone ui) from $12.$ million 
a year to $240 million a year in five years. The Office of 
Public Defender has gone u]) from $1 million a year to 
$9 million a year in fiv(' years. This cost is five times 
as mucli as the i)oi)ulation increase. 

The taxpayer cost of Public Assistance (welfare) in 
190.5-GG was $.$49 million and in 1970-71 will be $1 billion 
$279 million, or more. The figures reveal that over 70 per 
cent of the public assistanci' money goes for administra¬ 
tion, not to needy recipients. 

The County Grand Jury was authorized to make a 
complete audit of the financial affairs of the County, but 
the auditing firm of Arlliur Young and Co., employed by 
the county to do the audit advised the Grand Jury that 
th(‘ books of the county were in such a shape that an 
audit was impossible. 

The official County Controller advised the Grand Jury 
that the Arthur Young and Co. statement was correct and 
that ho (the official Controller) could not persuade the 
department heads in the county to submit their books for 
audit.

More Fun In VI? 

What 1971 brings us rests pretty much in the laps 
of the gods, the politicians and Women’s Lib. But one pre¬ 
diction can be made with confidence. We’ll have more 
three-day weekends than lieretofore. 

This is the year when traditional holiday dates and 
designations are shuffled around in a permanent new ar¬ 
rangement designed specifically by Congress to create those 
long weekends. There will no longer be any Washington's 
Birthday. Old George has been grouped with all his suc¬ 
cessors in a President’s Day on the third Monday in Febru¬ 
ary. That’s the 15lh this year. 

(Actually, of course, Washington was born on Feb¬ 
ruary 11, 1732, according to the Julian or Old Style calen¬ 
dar. Adoption by Groat Britain of the Gregorian calendar 
in 1752 shifted the date to the 22nd.) 

Memorial Day will no longer come always on May 
30, but on the last Monday of that month (the 31st this 
year). Veterans’ Day finally has been totally divorced 
from the anniversary of the World War I Armistice on 
Novemtxjr 11. It now will be celebrated on the fourth 
Monday of October, the 25th this year. 

That make.5 two official three-day weekends we’ll be 
having henceforth in October, since Columbus Day has 
been added to the calendar of federal holidays and desig¬ 
nated for the second Monday; one day earlier this year 
than its traditional October 12, 

Add to those the traditional Labor Day Monday (Sep¬ 
tember 6) and the day-after days off for July 4 and 
Christmas, which fall on Sunday this year, and you’ve got 
a lot of free Mondays coming up. Federally speaking, at 
least.

Tire aniiiual Date Festival 1 
is being held in Indio this 
weekend. If you have .never ; 
attended one of tliese festi¬ 
vals it is well worth your 
time to id'rive dow.n to the 
dc.sert to see all the beau- ' 
tiful display.s of dates and ' 
citrus fruits. 

The date is the fruit of 
the date palm, a tree with 
a slender trunk which grows 
to a height of 100 feet. It 
is a very long-lived tree, of¬ 
ten reacliing 200 years of 
age. It needs a liot climate 
with low humidity to thrive. 
The leav’es of the palm tree 
grow in a stiff crown to a 
lengtli of 10 to 20 foot. 

Tlie fruit is a one-seeded 
hierry and grows in thick 
clusters. Unripe it is green 
and when ripe is yellow or 
red with a thick, very sweet 
flesh. Depending o,n the 
variety, they can be soft, or 
hard and dry. 

Dates are one of tire old- 
e.st and most vakiable of 
food plants. They have a 
history of more than 5,(X)0 
years. Tliey originated in 
Arabia a.nd southwestern 
Asia. They were know.n In 
Egypt before the Christian 
ora. 

Arabian stories claimed 
the date palm was not cre¬ 
ated like other plants, hut 
formed i.n the cool of tlie 
day when God, after finisli- 
ing the forming of man, dis¬ 
covered a piece of clay 
clinging to His fingers and 
molded it into a date, which. 
He endowed witli the privi¬ 
lege of becoming man’s 
faithful provider. 

Mohammed is supposed 
to have likened the date 
palm to man by its erect 
position and its height, by 
its separation into two 
■sexes and by its .necessity 
for the pollination of the 
female. If its head is cut 
off it dies. It its heart is 
exposed to too great a 
strain it dies. It its leaves 
are cut off it will not grow 
others in the same place — 
no more than can man if he 
lo.ses his members. 

In the earliest known re¬ 


cords of As.syria and Egypt 
the date palm held an im¬ 
portant part in' ceremonial 
rites and basic economy. 

Scientific invc.stigatio .n s 
tend to point to the Valley 
of Euphrates as the spot 
where the cultivation of the 
date for human consump¬ 
tion began. Egypt was prob¬ 
ably next to become a com¬ 
mercial prodiucer of dates. It 
was .not until after the Arab 
invasion of North Africa 
that date growing became 
an important factor In the 
Mediterranean area. 

Tile Moors introduced the 
date palm to Spain and the 
Spaniards were responsible 
for bring!,ng it to the new 
world. 

The early history of date 
culture in America is not
